Between Smithland and Cairo Ihe river has 
risen considerable from the Tennessee and Cum- 
berland. 

Steamboat Linden Sunk.— The steamboat 
Linden, Capt. Hardin, from Shteveport, bound 
to New Orleans, with 1,0»0 bales of cotton, 
struck a snag thirty miles above Campte aud 
lunk to her boiler deck.

His shot from 
the mortar worked beautifully, and knocked 
the houses about the ears of the Camargo 
folks. We could see the houses tumble from 
the camp. 

They have completed the boats, anal only 
await the arrival of Saragosa with the addition- 
al force, who is coming down on the other side 
of the San Juan. Upon his arrival the whole 
force will <*ross. 1 

When Vidaurri starts, his intentions aie to 
continue on to Matamoro?; thetce to Tampi 
co and San Luis Potosi to Monterey. Last night 
expresses came in from several parts of the 
interior. Several towns had pronounced for 
Vidaurri, and there were no good troops that 
could be sent down to oppose him; so you see 
his cause is prospering. Everything here is all 
enthusiasm. The men were paid off yes erday, 
and have a plenty of money.

Interrupted in their Journey.— On Wed- 
nesday night last there was quite an affray be- 
tween some runaway slaves and their master 
and his Iriends, just below the Fifth street fer- 
ry larding, on wnich occasion several pistols 
were fired— fortunately, though, without injury 
to any one. It appears that two slaves, of the 
masculine gender, to property of Mr. Joseph 
Belden, living just on tue edge of Kenton coun- 
ty, soma fifteen or twenty miles brck of Cov- 
ington, male their escape on Wedesday morn* 
irg. They had indi.-creetly intrusted their se- 
cret with one of their companions, who refus- 
ed to accoirpany them, but who, not long after 
they had left, informed his master or their 
flight. Accompanied by a neighbor, Mr. Har- 
vey Stevens, he left some two or three hours 
after their departure in pursuit of the fugitives; 
Being mounted on two good hcrse?, and sus- 
pecting the runaways would take the nearest 
way to the river, they directed their course to 
Covington. Arriving there, Mr. B. engaged 
some eight or ten men, satisfied that he had ar- 
rived in advance of them, and stationed them 
along the river bank, from just below the city 
of Covington to a mile below the Fifth street 
ferry, all being within hailing distance. 
The owner was satisfied they would not attempt 
to cross until late at night, and sure enough they 
did not. We ought to state that Mr. B and a 
good, stout man stationed themselves on this 
side the river, within seeirg distance of the 
Fifth street ferry landing. 

Between twelve and one o'cicek at night the 
party this side (it was bright moonlight) saw a 
skiff approaching the shore within a few yards 
of the spot where they were lying in wait, rap- 
pidly followed by two others in pursuit. As 
the first skiff touched the shoie the negros hop- 
ped out, but they had not accomplished ten steps 
upon tree ground before they were seized upon 
by their owner and his companion. Tnen com- 
menced a struggle for the mas'ery, during which 
several pistol-shots were fired. The scuffle was 
of short duration, as the two skiffs in pursuit 
arrived with their occupants to aid in the cap- 
ture. Mr. Belden succeeded in securing his 
property, and, without waiting for the remand- 
ing of a commissioner from this side of the 
river, he took them home with him, declasing 
it should be the last time they would make an 
attempt to escape while they belonged to him.

"Explosion- of a Ship. — A large Russian 
bark, the Frederick Reuiiff, in the tarbor of 
Cardiff, Wates, loading with coal, er|»'.oded ou 
the 9b± of Oct., from the ignition of«oarburet- 
ted hydrogen gas contained in her held. The 
k is thus described: 



A coo! -trimmer named Clode, going on 
board to eomaunce his work, fouwflthe hatches 
down, altfeough the crew had on Saturday night 
been desired to leave them open; be made three 
attempts To strike a light with a catch with- 
out success. He thee called for a candle, 
which was brought by one of the crew, when 
the gas took fire, and a terrible explosion en- 
•ued. It being quite aark at the time, the sheet 
of flame was seen ascending to aigreat height, 
while the blazing fragments of tfce wreck shot 
through the air iike r«?cke»e; the adjacent dock 
and theriggicg of the ill fated vessel took fire; 
but, as it was the hour when the railway and 
dock iaiorers were assembling for work, the 
flames were fcpeedily extinguished, and meas- 
ures taken for the relief of the wounded. It 
was found that one of the crew had been killed 
on theBpot. 

The mate of the British ship Far.dora, lying 
at No.-€ dock, was killed while standing en the 
deck by a beam falling on bis head; the first 
mate ot the Prussian bark had been blown into 
the water of the dock, whence he was rescued 
by the crew of a vessel lying near; the second 
mate had been blown through the side of the 
round-house on his bed, and was found lying 
onthe-quay on his bed; be was taken to the in- 
firmary, where it was found that he had sus- 
tained a fracture of the pelvis. The remainder 
of the crew were suffering froac the effects of 
burns and fractures. Eleven of the sufferers 
couveyed to the infirmary, where they 
promptly attended, not only fey the bouse 
but by nearlv the whole of the medi- 
cal men in town, who volunteered their assist- 

One of the unfortunate men died soon after, 
making the third death from this sad occur- 
rence. Six of the others are laboring under 
fractures as well as burns, and one is in such a 
state that death is hourly expected. The coal 
trimmer, Clode, though in the hold, escaped 
with some severe burns, and was removed to 
his own borne. Some idea of the force of the 
explosion may be formed from the fact that one 
of the anchors, weighing about 35 cwt, was 
blown over the foreetay,from 15 to 18 feet high; 
it then fell into a barge alongside, which it 
sank. The coal tip wag blown nearly to pieces, 
and the railway was covered with pieces of 
-wreck, the maintopmast was blown away, and 
in fact the vessel was blown to pieces; not a 
-vestige of the deck remains. Her stern is blown 
out, and her stem also, while the sides are com- 
pletely shattered. She was quite a new vessel, 
and this was her first voyage. She has sunk in 
about 12 feet water. The windows of several 
houses in the Bute dock road were broken, and 
the report of the explosion was heard at places 
IF three and four miles from the town, as

From morn- 
ing to nigbt — from January to December — 
brain and hands, eyes, fingers, the powers of 
the body, and the powers of the mind are spas- 
modic, merciless activity. There is no lack of a 
few last* less and soulless dissipations which are 
called amusements, but noble athletic sports, 
manly out-door exercises, are too little culti- 
vated in town or country."

Inexorable fashion says, w« mast go from our 
home in dog-days; and ia obedience to her 
mandate there is a rush in all our cities ind 
towns, from the metropolis down to the smallest 
village, to the place where this "goddess" spe 
cially presides. This is the season when the 
quiet and comfort of borne are tbe most heal h- 
tul and necessary. But, mstead of tbia, we 
find people determined to exchange the large, 
airy, brick-walled rooms of the town, and tbe 
cool mattress and fine linen, for the heating 
cotton, greasy featherf, and dirty sheets of a 
tavern, or a pent-up village or wateriug-place, 
hotel, or boarding-house 

But wbo, asks the Doctor, could live through 
a hot summer without visiting Nahant, New 
port, Saratoga, or Nsagari ? Ha does not deny 
them an occasional trip to sucii places, but pro- 
tests against taking the hot'est season to make 
these visits, with the expectat:on of thereby pro 
moting health. At tLe season usually taken, 
he says, the erg ins of digestion are the least 
able to discharge their fuuetion. They sympa 
thize with all tbe other parts of the body; and, 
like them, require rest; and, be asks, is this the 
time to leave the frugal, wholesome fare at 
home, aud rush to tbe gathering places, where 
every board groans with its life- killing feasts, 
and Mbete the luxuries provided and the exel 
ting presence and example of hundreds of 
mouths, eager to reward tbe purse at tbe ex 
pense of tbe stomach, render it next to impossi 
b'e to obey the laws of health? where, besides 
this poor pack-horse, this groaning organ, is 
teased with mineral waters, wines, bitters, pills 
tobacco juice and tobacco filings, to ease 
of i s cumbersome burdens. 

Dr. Smith maintains that there is nothing 
more delusive than the generally received im- 
pression that people are growing better, be- 
cause, as they suppose, they are gaining flesh. 
Under the spasmodic action of this parapher- 
nalia of stimula ts, there is often an appear- 
ance of more flesh. But it is diseased, not 
s >und, healthy flash. For every pound of such, 
nature will be reverged. 

Hence it is, the doctor argues, that most per 
sor.s soon after a return from such fashionable 
gathering-places have an attack of dyspeps a, 
billiousuess, sick-headache, pulmonary affec- 
tion, or cutaneous eruption. These abuses oc- 
curring periodically, undermine the best con- 
stitution. 

Taking children to such places tfce writer de- 
nounces as tbe very consummation of folly 
More than half the so-called diseases of the 
season, and the deaths of children which ocur 
in August and September, arise, he says, from 
this fashionable dissipation. No place is so 
good for children, if you wi3h them to live, as 
a quiet home. But to take them to places of 
fasoionable resort, and stuff them with tempt 
ing viands, gravies, puddings, and pastries, is 
to cheat them out of two cf tbe best things in 
the world — a good conscience and a good stom- 
ach.

ANOTHER OCEAN VESSEL LOST! 
130 Persons Missing! 

New York, Nov. 15. 
The Himburg bark Elise, Capt. Nelson, ar- 
rived from Hamburg, reports havitg spoken, 
on tbe 10th, a Bremen bark having on board lb 
of tbt passergers and crew of the French 
steamer Lyonnaiz. which vessel was run into 
by a Iarg8 ship on the night of the 2 1 inst. and 
abandoned next day. These 16 penans were 
picked up in a boat on tbe 9:b,two others hav- 
ing died. Fourteen of the rescued were taken 
on board ihe Bremen vessel AmoDg the saved 
was the second mate of the Lyonnaiz who fur- 
nishes the above. The se:ond mate and those 
with him left the Bteamer on the afternoon of 
the 3d, and were consequently six days in the 
boat. 

Tbe mite lays that to his knowledge the cap- 
tain and all the others on board left the vessel 
the next morning. The Lyonnaiz sailed hence 
on the 1st inst. tor Havre. She had on board 
39 cabin passengers, maRii g wi^h tha crew, 
officers, and steerage passengers about 15 J per- 
sons. She had also on board $20,000 in specie. 
The collision occurred in a dense fog. The 
stern of tbe ship was cut clean off, and ihe is 
supposed to have sunk immediately, as she was 
nst seen afterwards. T; e steamer was aban- 
doned nex day, the crew and passengers taking 
to her six boats and raf ; the latter had forty on 
beard, but it is supposed it could not have lived 
through the rough weather that followed. The 
boat picked up was the only life boat on board. 
Nothing is known of the raft and five other 
boats. It is feared that those on them, about 
130, have perished. The Lyonnaiz was built 
at Southampton anu temporarily placed on the 
New York and Havre line. She was still afloat 
when abandoned. The passengers saved suf- 
fered terribly from cold, ttair limbs having 
been frozen. 

The Lyonnaiz had but a -m\h freight on 
board, which was valued at $50,000, aud par- 
tially insured here. The ship was built on the 
Clyde, ai.d wa* valued at about 150,000 pounds 
and was insured in Europe. 

The captain cf the Vigo, the consort «f the 
Lyonnaiz, states that the latter vessel was built 
with seven water tight compartments, and if 
all were gone but two the hull would still have 
kept afloat.

It has been ascertained that toe steamer Su- 
perior has been wrecke-1. She s'ruck on a 
rock in Lake Superior during the storm of the 
29th nit., and went to pieces — 35 lives were lost 
and 16 were saved.
